_ The days of Georgia’s “marriage mills” 
are numbered. 


To be exact, in ten more days it no 
longer will be possible for a couple to walk 
into an Ordinary’s office anc walk out 
wed. For on Aug. 25 the State law requir- 
ing premarital health examinations will go 
into effect. And whereas it now takes 
about three minutes to be married in 
Georgia, a minimum of about three days 
then will be required before the ceremony 
can be performed. 


The premarital-examination law was 
passed by the January session of the Leg- 
islature after heated opposition by Legis- 
lators from certain border counties where 
“marriage mills” provide lucrative income 
for some ordinaries and justices of the 
peace.

Another indication of current tax trou- 
bles comes from Cobb County, where the 
County Advisory Board contemplates the 
choice between a 3314 percent raise in the 
tax rate or a drastic curtailment’ of 


services. 


The advisory board has put the citi- 
zenry on guard. Unless the taxpayers 
kick too loud and long between now and 
the first week in September, the Board 
at that time will declare the rate officially 
raised by 60 cents on the hundred dollars. 


That means that Cobb County property 
holders next year would pay $4.80 on the 
hundred, as compared to $4.20 in 1948. 

With the growth of Cobb’s popula- 
tion—it has nearly doubled in 10 years— 
has come an increased demand for serv- 
ices—roads, bridges, police and fire pro- 
tection, welfare, health, parks and play- 
grounds.

‘Over the opposition of the Administration 
the Ejightieth Congress voted $400,000,000 for 
China last year. In the light of the revelations 
contained in the White Paper, we now know 
that this $400,000,000 was poure@ down a rathole. 
Little of it served the purpose for which it was 
intended. Much of the supplies and munitions 
which it was intended to provide for the Nation- 
alist Government of China ultimately fell into 
Communist hands 


President Truman in opposing the appro- 
priations was in possession of all the facts 
about China at the time. He was not in 
position to reveal them publicly, however, 
because of the disastrous effect it might have 
on the Nationalist forces in the civil war with 
the Communists. 


At that time, midsummer of 1948, the Ad- 
ministration, it is logical to assume, was still 
hopeful about China, although from the confi- 
dential information it had at hand it had already 
written the Nationalist Government off because 
of the known graft and corruption of its leaders 
and the loss of confidence by the people. 


As one pointed guide to the situation, the 
President had in his possession, for example, the 
Wedemeyer report, based on an extensive per- 
sonal survey of the China situation by one of our 
leading military men. But the President could 
not very well afford to make the facts known. 
To do so would have brought on the collapse of 
the Nationalist regime of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek much sooner. 


In the fact of the clamor set up by Governor 
Dewey and others for a generous allocation of 
our foreign relief funds for China, the President 
could only offer a solid front of opposition with- 
out giving his real reasons why. 

Congress, at Governor Dewey's prodding, 


& 


acted on the assumption that it knew as much 
about the foreign situation as the White House 
and proceeded to vote $400,000,000 more for 
China. The money was tied in with other 
foreign relief funds in a way that it could not be 
vetoed by the President. He was compelled to 
accept it along with the rest. 

Now we know better. It was a costly error, 
but one that should afford a lesson to outside 
meddlers in foreign affairs. The subject 1s 
naturally one that should be reserved for govern- 
mental handling, save in the formulation of those 
policies in which the public has a right to be in 
terested. 

The error Governor Dewey and others like 
him made was in projecting themselves into a 
situation on which they could not be properly in- 
formed, It was a case of people outside the State 
Department trying to give advice on how our 
foreign policy should be run, when the factors 
involved were of such a confidential nature that 
they could not be revealed without doing grave 
injury to a friendly Government. 


We had another example of the same kind 
of effrontery back in the days of the Roose- 
velt Administration. When the co-operation 
of the late Senator Borah, fermer Chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
was sought by the President in some conec- 
tion bearing on our preparedness, he disdain- 
fully replied that there would be no war, in- 
sisting that his sources of information were 
superior to those of the White House. 


Borah had to eat his words a few months later 
when the second World War broke out in Europe. 

What is amazing about the present situation 
is that some elements are still clamoring for 
Chinese relief funds in the face of the frank reve- 
lations made in the State Department White 
Paper. It takes a lot of convincing to convince 
some people. 


Thinking Out Loud 
About Our State 


Georgia is in many ways a peculiar state, a 
statement by no means original, but one attested 
to by many acts and covenants. 

But, in no manner is she more peculiar than in her politics 
and efforts to improve them. Her liberals spend their time in 
jealousies and suspicions of one another. There is a taint of 
exhibitionism in her liberalism, a taint by no means confined to 
Georgia, though with us it is not a faint one. Her liberals tend 
mostly to be individuals, fiercely so, and that, I think is a good 
thing. She has her share of the liberals who become very indignant 
because others do not rush into the arena with beating of breast and 
Tarzan yells of defiance, but who say, “I am sorry I cannot par- 
ticipate. My position does not permit me.” But they can write 
bitter letters to the editor. 


She has, mercifully, only a few of those who believe they 
were called by God to save the world. They are bush-league 
messiahs, given to dire forebodings about democracy and the ballot. 
But, we do not have, God being kind, even one professional 
charlatan among the lot; whose lectures and whose writings are 
for “hire,” a happy condition which all of our neighbors do not 
enjoy. 


Rules Our problem is compounded by our system. 

There are counties, among our 159, where human life is 
not worth very much. We have about 20 such, and perhaps 20 
more where conditions of government are hideously corrupt and 
Cynicai. 


In the more corrupt counties there are sheriff's who shake 
down the small country store merchant type, with their one 
gasoline pump and their stocks of coffee, canned goods, tobacco, 
soft-drinks and beer. for monthly payments. 


These counties are all “dry,” yet in each county seat and 
town there are men who handle liquor. This is done with the 
connivance of the sheriff's office. The scum that is in all counties, 
both white and colored, rises to the top in these counties. The 
decent people know and are ashamed. They are afraid. They 
don't want their houses or barns burned or their business ruined, 
nor do they want to be killed in the dark of the moon. Preachers 
close their eyes, or move away 


Paradox These are counties where it is all right to kill a Negro 

in cold blood, to put on robes and flog a woman or a 
man near to death, to sell and make whisky, but where the town 
thinks it wicked and wrong to have Sunday movies or baseball. 
There is no real law in these counties. The two or three lawyers 
who do 90 percent of the business know their towns and the jury 
lists and they know the rackets, too, even though they are not a 
part of them. They can almosi tell you, to the man, how a jury 
will react in any given court situation. 


These counties have the klan, but they have always had it and 
always will have it so long as their affairs are run by corrupted, 
greedy, evil men who have cowed the really Christian population. 
This situation is really gangsterism in overalls and a pickup truck, 
whereas in Chicago and New York it is in tailormade suits and 
expensive cars. It has the same qualities, the same cruelty and lack 
of morals. These counties and their towns, where the good people 
live in fear, are the citadels of ku kluxism and all that is mean and 
unworthy of the clay made in God’s image. Yet, even this will 
pass away, and is passing, though it seems, even as the Biblical 
parable has it, to flourish. 


Ho p I am aware of all this, and yet even in my moods of 
p deepest melancholia, which frequently come upon me, I 
have a certain faith in our very cussedness. I believe that of all 
the deep South cotton states, with all the problems of poverty, of 
the flight from cotton, and the transition from agriculture to 
industry, Georgia soundly will emerge from the transition. And 
that despite the fact that we, of all the deep South states, have the 
least in raw materials. We do not have coal, or oil, or gold or iron 
or bauxite in any quantities, our orators to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Our soils are not “the best,” and they will not “grow 
anything that may be grown anywhere else.” But, they will grow 
grass, and many crops valuable for food and fabrication. 


Maybe it is a good thing we tear one another down. We have 
attained no state political bosses or machines. We still are in 
political, as well as economic, ferment. I like it. If it were 
not for the low-down, mean and ugly ones: if it were not for the 
evil corrupted counties; if it were not for those who believe if we 
didn’t have it 40 years ago it is no good today, I'd feel better 
about things. I get might blue at times. But I rally.

Like Hitler S Iron City and elsewhere, are men who have it 
in their minds and hearts to be brutes and worse. They are the 
type which made up Hitler’s blackshirts. Hitler got men to kill 
little children and old men and women; to put millions to death 
because they were “inferior” to his standards. Hitler could have 
got recruits from this country as well. Georgia has her share of 
them as recent events prove. Indeed, the roster of the klan would 
have supplied him with an adequate number of brutalized men 
who enjoy seeing human beings suffer at their hands. 


But, dark, evil clouds are not God. There is so much to fight 
for, in Georgia, and so much to fight against. And there is a lot of 
beauty and promise and progress. The progress is difficult to see. 
Those who read of us and come to visit us, see the exisiting in- 
justices, discriminations and evils. They should have seen them 
20 vears ago. Confusedly, with many great and cruel delays and 
disillusionments, we progress—slowly.

out some of the things they never knew and that some of the rest of us have forgotten. 


Some of us who were around here in the dark 
days of 1932 and 1933 when Mr. Hoover was 
President thought then that we were “on the 
last mile” to something or other which wasn’t 
very nice to contemplate, what with unemploy- 
ment, bread lines, banks crashing, mortgages 
foreclosed on farms and city homes. 


This is not to blame Mr. Hoover for that, as 
he was blamed cruelly and unfairly at the time. 
He was a victim of a previous decade of manage- 
ment of our affairs in which too little account 
was taker. of the needs of our people, with the 
result that our economy got out of balance and 
almost coliapsed. He entered the White House to 
meet the crash head-on. 


The amount of shoring-up that was neces- 
sary to get the roof back over our heads 
shows in what terrible shape we were. Mr. 

- Hoover manfully started this, himself, among 

’ other ways, with creation of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, that giant venture 
in State capitalism that still is with us. That 
represented an attempt to bolster up the tot- 
tering structure by loans to business and in- 
dustry in the hope it would bring revival, 
which it didn’t. Unemployment increased. 
So he went to a big public building program 
and finally acquiesced in $300,000,000 in 
loans to States to feed people, still resisting 
direct Federal relief. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, when he took over, had 
to resort finally to that. Along with that, he 
conducted salvage operations for banks, homes, 
farms, and investments. Later he added such 
protections as the Agricultural Program, Social 
Security, Wage-Hour Act, Collective Bargaining, 
among others, to spread purchasing power and 
get the economy back in balance as well as 
cushions for the future so the citizen could pro- 
tect himself. If we had had some of those things 
earlier, the 1929 crash might have been averted, 
or at least minimized. 

In 1932-33 we were, indeed, on the verge of 
collectivism, or something worse. We might have 
got it, too, if the man-on-horseback sort had come 
along instead of Franklin D. Roosevelt, who had 


faith in the people and in the processes of our 
democracy. 

When you look about today, in contrast to 
1932-33, there is a great difference in the con- 
dition of our people. And if there is any “col- 
lectivism,” it is not visible to the naked eye. We 
still have private enterprise and it is flourishing 
as never before, with profits at an all-time peak. 
Some of its important figures sit in the high 
councils of Government, either actually or in an 
advisory capacity, the latter including Mr. 


, Hoover, himself. 


He is due credit for an analysis of Govern- 
ment spending which points up factors often over- 
looked, In a dramatic way he treated the 
Federal budget, which is $41,858,000,000 this year, 
and of which 76.5 percent, or $31,923,000,000 is 
for the cost of past wars and protection against 
future wars— military establishment, veterans’ 
care, public debt interest and European Recovery 
Program and other foreign aid. 

Without using those figures, he broke down 
the cost of both Federal and State and local Gov- 
ernment into the number of days we must work 
to pay taxes for it, a total of 61 yearly, of which 
35 goes for obligations from former wars, defense 
and the “cold war”; 12 for other functions of 
Federal Government, and 14 for State and local 
Government. 


That means one day a month to pay for Gov- . 


ernment costs aside from war and war protection, 
which is what really makes us sweat. It repre- 
sents $10,000,000,000, a fourth of the budget and 
five percent of our $200,000,000,000 National in- 
come. It does not seem excessive to pay for those 
things which we have decided, through our Con- 
gress, are essential to protect and serve our peo- 
ple as a result of our great lesson in the nineteen- 
thirties. 

Since Mr. Hoover has not quarreled seriously 
with the bulk of Government costs for defense, 
veterans, cold war, his quarrel must lie in this 
area of domestic Government services. He, like 
— does not specify what he would eliminate 

ere. 

It would be helpful if he and our other elder 
statesmen could do something about the great 
bulk of Government costs that go for war.

NEW YORK—Philip Murray, the President of the CIO, and other bosses of this evil power have

The fact that the rulers of the CIO now desire 
to help the Government against Bridges might 
geem creditable to them and the CIO. It is, how- 
ever, only further proof that Unionism in the 
United States is a menace to Government and 
freedom and should be wiped out as a rogue. 
The contention that Unionism is fundamentally 
bad and never can reform will be resented by 

rsons ignorant of the facts and by others who 
Sao the facts but lack the courage to take a 
painfully unpopular position. It is a fact, never- 
theless. 


The Union influence in politics has been 
a vast, progressive corruption. It practices 
all the vicious abuses of money-power that 
were condemned as a menace to freedom 
when they were practiced by corporations. 
Their entrenched bosses, absolutely indif- 
ferent to any interest but their own, have a 
code no better than that of the underworld 
gangster. Yet they control about 15,000,000

Told by English 


Up-to-date 


information you might 


want: Sixteen English men and women, 

a conglomeration of tourists from differ- 

ent walks of life, arrived this morning 

from England and in an interview with them, they asked 
that I tell Americans that they needn’t send any more 
dried milk or powdered eggs. Now you get them fresh 


in Great Britain. 


If you want to please your 
“cousins” across the sea send 
them canned meat and canned 
fruit. They’ve got tea and cof- 
fee. Fats are acceptable and 
soap is welcomed. And you'll 
get a sincere thanks for sending 
sweets—especially chocolates. 

People are funny and the Brit- 
ishers are no exception. When I 
saw a waiter serving them 
canned fruit—like that we use 
for fruit salad—I called him and 
told him it was a shame and 
ordered him to give them some 
of the fresh fruit piled high on 
the buffet—luscious peaches 
(even as wonderful as those in 
Georgia, fruit has been excep- 
tionally fine and plentiful this 
year) purple plums, green gages, 
grapes, red apples. Well sir, 
when he started to take away 
the little cups of canned fruit 
they held on to them like their 
soldiers to Durkirk. “No, no,” 
they protested, “we like this. In 
England you can get ALL the 
fresh fruit you want, but we 
haven't tasted canned fruit in 
years. It’s wonderful!” And 
they grew postively lyric over 
the canned pineapple. All goes 
to show mortals appreciate most 
what is hard to get. 

In spite of the takk of a crisis 
in England tourists from there 
are gayer and better dressed 
than last year. A full pocket- 
book is mighty apt to fill the 
heart with cheer, instead of the 
five pounds allowed out per per- 
son there are now 35 pounds to 
each. But with the low value to 
the pound this is meager rations. 
And not all English folk can get 
a permit to travel in Belgium. 
Only a limited mumber and hun- 
dreds of Britishers who had 
made reservations in Belgian 
hotels are writing in cancelling 
because of their inability to get 
Belgian francs. England, heav- 
ily indebted to Belgium, gives 
up her gold in exchange for 
francs only for necessities, and 
vacationing in this country is 
not considered one. 

A young American couple 
came into the cafe of the 
Hotel Siru and ordered a Coca 
Cola. They drank it and asked 
for ice water. When the 
waiter brought it they in- 
quired if he drank water. At 


which he shrugged his 
shoulders, threw up his hands 
and exclaimed: “Non, Mon- 
sieur. Jamais! (never). It ees 
for washing, te water.” 

The young couple pushed 
their glasses of water away. “We 
won't risk it. If you don’t drink 
it, it must not be pure.” 

“Ah, mais Monsieur, it ees 
good water, excellent. It ees not 
poison, here, I show you.” -With 
that he got a glass of water and 
making a wry face gulped it 
down. And triumphantly said: 
“Voyez, (see) I am not dead!” 
Then the man said to his com- 
panion, “Don’t drink it. He may 
be immuned.” and to the waiter: 
“Just bring us another coke.” 

They need not have worried 
about the city water in Brus- 
sels. It is fine water: splendid 
for the teeth, for it is full of 
lime. It comes from a sub- 
terranean lake found far beneath 
the Meuse River in the Ar 
dennes, the mountainous section 
of Belgium. 

Restaurants in Belgium count 
mostly on their profit from the 
sale of beer or wine. If you 
drink nothing you'll fina on your 
bill five francs for cover 
charge. If you order plain tap 
water, you pay the five francs 
for it, but no cover charge. 

If the customer is an 
American and wants only ice 
water, the habit is more 
honored in the breach! 

For when a tourist from the 
States finds on his bill 11 cents 
for plain old tap water his 
behavior isn’t meek.

For 19 years a North Georgia 
school-teacher, Nalley has long 
been interested in agricultural 
problems. Two years ago he began 
to. experiment with Kentucky 31 
fescue grass as an answer to the 
permanent pasturege question in 
Georgia. He helped to organize 
the Georgia-Kentucky 31 Fescue 
Association, with headqua:ters in 
Cumming, and is now Secretary- 
Treasurer of that organization. He 
is one of the men wto have made 
Forsyth County the Georgia cap- 
ital of Kentucky 31 ‘e cue grass. 

Less than three years ago, Nal- 
ley bought a 112-acre farm not far 
from Cumming. It was a farm 
ruined by the devastations of 
many years of row-cropping, al! 
of it eroded and gully-ridden and 
some of it entirely abandoned, It 
was a prime example of the bank 
rupt of the one-crop agr! 
cultural economy

3ut now it. is a far different 
story. This year, from 40 


of that farm, Nalley has gathered 


acres 


all] during the process and only 
returned to live at his own home 
when he was able to bring his 
fescue seed with him. That’s a 
good indication of what makes 
Nalley such a good grass farmer. 

In addition to his 40 acres in 
Kentucky 31 Fescue, Nalley has 
ancther 40 acres of fescue planted 
in his pasture. Here, he has started | 
to raise “baby beef” for the Cum-. 
ming market, beef entirely fed and 
fattened on permanent pasturage.

At $75 per head, that will be $300) 
a month.
